“ORDER” RECEIVED 


To Direct Operation of Pacific 
Fleet From San Francisco 


San Francisco—San Francisco bay 
has been officially named by the Navy 
Department as a main operating base 
for the United States navy, it was dis- 
closed by a dispatch from Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy Theodore Roose- 
velt, received at Twelfth Naval Dis- 
trict headquarters. 

The communication from Secretary 
Roosevelt reads as follows: 

“The naval operating base, San 
Francisco, is hereby established and 
shall consist of the naval communica- 
tion service, naval transportation ser- 
vice, inspection and survey of. ships, 
the naval reserve headquarters and 
such other naval activities as may 
hereafter be designated. 

“The naval operating base hereby 
established shall be administered in 
accordance with article 1487, U. S. Na- 
vy Regulations, 1920.” 

It was also unofficially announced 
at navy headquarters here that the 
command of the navy base will be 
vested in Rear-Admiral Alexander S. 
Halstead, commandant of the 12th Na- 
val District. 

The provision of article 1487, Navy 
Regulations of 1920, give to the com- 
mandant of the navy base full military 
authority over the various administra- 
tive estal!ishments within his com-

LA. MOB CLEARED OF MURDER 


Bastrop Jury Indiets Nobody for 
Double Murder in Morehouse Parish 


Bastrop (La.)—The alleged hooded 
mob murderers of Morehouse Parish 
were literally acquitted last week 
when the parish Grand Jury, after a 
secret investigation, refused to indict 
any of the score of men accused of 
participation in the black mask terror- 
ist plots. The jury declared the State 
of Louisiana had failed to prove the 
charges leveled agafnst members of 
the hooded mobs whose campaign of 
terrorism, it is charged hy the State, 
culminated in the slaying of Watt 
Daniel and Thomas F. Richard. 

On August 24, 1922, five citizens of 
Mer Rouge, T. F. Richard, Watt Dan- 
iel, his father, J. L. Daniel, W..C. An- 
drews and “Tot” Davenport, were ab- 
ducted on the Bastrop-Mer Rouge road 
while returning by automobile from a 
picnic celebration at Bastrop. The ab- 
ductors, estimated at from fifteen to 
twenty men, one in a white robe and 
the remainder wearing black hoods, 
placed the five in a truck and drove 
away. Late that night J. L. Daniel 
and Andrew were released after’ being 
flogged, while Davenport was released 
without punishment. Richard and 
Watt Daniel disappeared. 

Relatives of the missing men insist- 
ed they had been murdered and enlist- 
ed the aid of Governor Parker in the 
search for them. 

After various delays in the search, 
and after the lapse of several months, 
dynamiting occurred on Lake La 
Fourche, twenty miles away, where 
the bodies of the two men, bound with

San Francisco—From now on, every 
drifts.

medical use, must be confirmed by the. 
federal prohibition agent. 

Heretofore only large sales of liquor 
had to be confirmed by the prohibition 
director. 

The new rule was adopted to force 
the vendor to acknowledge to the pro- 
hibition office his receipt of the permit. 

After April 1 the government will 
require new forms of bonds from drug- 
gists who handle liquor. One of the 
requirements is that druggists must 
deposit with their sureties a fourth of 
the amount of the bond.

MOON ONCE PART OF EARTH? 


| Belief Seems to Be Upheld by Recent 
Series. of investigations Made 
by Scientists. 

Professor Turne®’s statement at the 
Royal institute that the earth was 
probably once pear-shaped and that 
the moon originated from a fracture, 
reminds the London Detly News that 
recent determinations: of the diameter 
of the earth in different longitudes 
show that it is still) ‘somewhat pear- 
shaped. 

The mathematical imvestigations of 
Dr. J. H. Jeans (for which he was last 
year awarded the gold medal of the 
Royal Astronomical society) place the 
top: of the pear: in the southwest of 
England and the stalk end in the South 
‘Puelfic.. 

By an independent method, based on 
the: similarity between photographs of 
the extinct volcanoes: on the moon and 
the volcanic islands in the Pacific, pho- 
tographed from a balloon, Professor 
Pickering has produced evidence whielk 
supports the theory that the separa- 
tion of the moon from the stalk of the 
earth occurred in the Pacifie ocean. 

The importance of this theory lies in 
the fact that if the earth is still. some 
what pear-shaped, but tending to the 
shape of a sphere through a series of 
ruptures, the effect of the latter will 
be apparent as earthquakes in a region 
about midway between the top of the

The region of the earth thus defined 
is approximately what is called the 
“earthquake zone,” inside which prac- 
tieally every big earthquake occurs, 
There is reason to believe that the 
“moon, which is almost certainly a chip 
off the earth’s stalk, is an important 
factor in causing earthquakes in the 
unstable earthquake zone. Nearly all 
the serious seismic disturbances hap- 
pen when the moon Is so placed as to 
exert its maximum tidal pull on the 
earth, and acts as the “last straw” in 
that part of the earth where its in- 
creased gravitational attraction is most 
potent. 

There is no suggestion that the 
earth is still as unsymmetrical as the 
average pear, but all the available evi- 
dence tends to support the theory that 
the earth has not yet settled down to 
the orange-shaped body with which it 
is compared in most textbooks.

At first the Christian Easter syn- 
chronized exactly with the Jewish 
Passover. This was rejected in the 
Western Church on the ground that 
the resurrection took place on the 
first, day of the week after the Pass- 
over. and should therefore be com- 
memorated on Sunday. After much 
cottroversy the particular Sunday was 
definitely fixed in the Sixth century 
to be the Sunday between the fifteenth 
and twenty-first days of the moon in 
the first month of the Jewish lunar 
year, the computation to be made ac- 
cording to the tables of Victorius of 
».. Aquitaine which were introduced in 
“(475 A. D. Followed another century 
; of controversy. Then the matter of 
“the date of Easter was finally dis- 

posed of at the synod held at Whitby, 


England, in 1664. After this date the 


clergy of the British Isles confornied 
to the general practice of the West- 
ern Church. 

So now both Protestant and Roman 
Catholic churches observe Easter on 
the first Sunday after the full moon 
on or next after March 21. Thus 
Easter camnot fall earlier than March 
22 or later than April 25, 

Easter seldom comes ag early as 
March 22. In fact it was away back 
in. 1818, more than a century ago, that 
Easter last fell on this early date. 
Thé nearest approach was Mareh 23 
{ti 1866 and 1918. Between now and 
1950 its earliest date will be March 
24 in 1940. a: : 

Thus Easter may fall, more than a 
whole month later some years than 
other years, For example, it fell on 
April 25, the jatest possible date, in 
1886. It will fall ‘on the same date in 

* 1949: It fell on April 24 in 1859 and 
on April. 28 In 1905 and 1916.

Now, as everyone knows, Easter is 
preceded by the Lenten season of 46 
days. During Lent the American 
people eat less meat than usual and 
more fish and oysters and more eggs. 
So it makes a lot of difference to a 
lot of producers whether Lent begins 
in February or in March. 

Then there’s the climax of the de 
mand for eggs at Easter. Besides, the 
demand for baby chicks is so great at 
Easter for advertising, display and 
gift purposes that many incubators 
the country over have to set their 
hatchings with Easter Day !n mind. 

In short, it seems a truism that 
holidays, whether of festivity or fast- 
ing, patriotism or prayer, are reflected 
in the busy marts of the country. And 
one of the most far-reaching in influ- 
ence is Easter, with its month-long 
variation in dates. 

Easter is the principal festival of 
the Christian church, commemorating 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead. 

Nevertheless, Easter has an origin 
far antedating the resurrection of 
Christ—one that goes back to the 
early days of man. 

Easter’s original significance was 
the celebration at or near the vernal 
equinox of the beginning of a new 
year. It celebrated the end of win- 
ter and the approach of spring—the 
coming of light and heat—and life. 

At Rome the sacred fire in the tem- 
ple of the Vestal Virgins was kindled 
anew on March 1, which was the be- 
ginning of the new year. A corre- 
sponding ceremony {s still common in 
various parts of Europe. Bonfires are 
lighted from a fiame originated by 
the priests on Easter eve. These 
fires are kindled every year on the 
same hill, which usually is given the 
name of “Easter Mountain.” The stf- 
nificance is this: As far as the light 
of the bonfire reaches the fields. will 
be fruitful and the houses safe from 
fire and disease, Ags the flames die 
down, men, women and children leap 
through them as a protection against 
disease. ; 

When Christianity came to the 
front it adopted the pagan holiday of 
Easter. It explained that the extine 
tion of the old-year fites on Easter 
eve symbolized the darkness of Cal-

‘It seems incongruous, at first 
thought, that. Easter—the principal 
festival of the Christian church—and 
All Fools’ Day—a day of practical 
jokes and horseplay—should fall on 
the same day—and on Sunday at that. 

On second thought, however, there 
is nothing incongruous about it, ex- 
cepting the fact that All Fools’ Day 
should fall on Sunday—and that is the 
fault of our fearful and wonderful 
ealendar, - 

Both Easter and All Fools’ Day had 
their origin, away back in the begin- 
nings of the race, in delight at the 
approach of spring. It, may be easily 
understood that the winter was a 
hard season for many of the primeval 
peoples and that the increasing 
warmth of the sun and the springing 
up of vegetable life meant literally 
a renewal of life. So the vernal 
equinox velebration of primeval peo- 
ples was largely expressed in actions 
of exuberant joy. 

Even after the coming of Christian- 
ity Easter was celebrated with games, 
songs, dances and dramatic shows. In 
the Middle Ages it was the custom at 
Easter for the people to listen to 
amusing tales from the pulpits of the 
churches. Special cakes were baked-- 
our modern equivalents are hot-cross 
buns and simnel cakes. Brightly- 
painted eggs were presented to friends: 

So there was originally little dif 
ference in the celebration of the two 
days. In fact, the modern celebration 
of All Fools’ Day ts probably a sur- 
vival of the less serious features of 
Easter day. 

Anyway, All Fool’s Da; is apparent- 
ly just as old as Easter. The Scotch 
call the victim of an All Fools’ Day 
joke a “gowk” or “cuckoo.” The 
French name for him is “un poisson 
d’Avril”—April fish. The Romans cel- 
ebrated the Feast of Fools on Febru- 
ary 17. The Hindus have their Hull 
festival on March 81, — 

So it is likely that the popular cele- 
bration in this country of “April Fvol 
Day” is the survival of some pagan 
festival of the ancient world largely 
devoted to horse play and’ the playing 
of jokes in sheer exuberance of spirit 
because of the coming of spring,

Apple Salad.—Take 
two. nice crisp, well- 
flavored apples, peel, 
cut in dice, add one-half 
cupful: of diced pineap- 
' ple and one cupful; of 
diced celery, season with salt and 
cayenne and mix with a good salad 
dressing. Garnish with narrow strips 
of unpeeled red apple and serve on 
heart leaves of lettuce. 

Nut and Fruit Salad.—Cut in fina 
pieces one-half cupful of tender celery, 
add one cupful of finely diced Juicy 
apple, two slices: of pineapple finely 
diced and a few shreds of red and 
green pepper for color. Add one-half 
cupful of thinly sliced Brazil nuts 
which have been carefully cracked 
and the brown skin removed. Whip 
one-half cupful of cream until stiff, 
add two tablespoonfuls of boiled 
dressing or a heavy mayonnaise, sea- 
son well with salt, cayenne and a 
dash of sugar. Serve on heart leaves 
of lettuce, 

Combination Saled—Take one cup- 
ful of chopped cabbage, one-half cup- 
ful each of diced pneapple and apple, 
shredded. blanched almonds and 
marshmallows. Mix the ingredients, 
sprinkle with salt, and add a bolled 
dressing, using pineapple juice and 
lemon juice Instead of vinegar. Gar- 
nish with small spoonfuls of whipped 
cream and almonds. Serve on lettuce. 

Mock Lobster Salad.—Take'one’ cup- 
ful of diced celery, one-half cupful of 
shredded almonds, a spoonful of 
onion (grated), marinate with French 
dressing until serving time, then add 
@ mayonnaise dressing and serve on 
lettuce, 

Spinach and Egg Salad.—Take two 
cupfuls of cooked spinach, add two 
hard-cooked eggs cut in eighths, sea- 
son well and serve with a mayonnaise 
dressing on lettuce. 

Royal Soup.—Cut up a fowl and put 
into a, cooker kettle of cold water, 
Bring to the boiling point and put into 
@ firelees cooker for six hours. Re- 
move the chicken and to the stock add 
One dozen onions—very small onea— 
two diced carrots, one diced turnip, 
one cupful of peas and two bay Jeaves, 
with salt and pepper to taste. Reheat 
the radiator and bring the soup.to a 
boil; put back into the cooker and let 
stand for two or ‘three hours. Do not 
strain, but serve with buttered toast.

Swindlers who prey 
upon inexperience were never be- 
fore so active or more successful, 
the most usual method employed 
being by the sale of “stocks” 
promising fabulous and immediate 
returns. State blue-sky laws do 
not stop it. 

Salaried women are especially 
sought for by this, cult. During 
the last few years billions of dol- 
lars have been raked in by-these 
people, whose victims have noth- 
ing to show for it. 

The favorite time for special 
activity is dividend periods, when 
much money is being distributed, 
and especially the end of the cal- 
endar year, when the crops have 
been harvested.

if every detective were as skillful 
as “Sherlock Holmes in ferreting out 
crime crooks would have a sorry time 
of it. : Unfortunately, every detective 
cannot be a Sherlock Holmes, and, be- 
sides, ven granting that truth is 
stranger than fiction, solving them in 
real Hfe-are different matters. De- 
tectives,- when it comes to skill, are 
not unlike men in other professions; 
fome are better than others, and the 
real brillant fellows are not numer- 
‘ous. ; 

In modern detective work good team- 
work, after. all, counts more than in- 
dividual effort. A pack of dogs pur- 
suing o wolf 4s better than a lone dog, 
and the same is true in running down 
crime—collective heads can accom- 
‘plisk, as a rule, more-thun a single 
head, When a murder is committed, 
two detectives are assigned to the case. 
Taney belong to the precinct in which 
. the’ crime occurred, After they have 
made themselves. familiar with thes) 3 
facts, they are often able to tell with’ 
certainty who the murderer is. This 
knowledge is obviously of great ad- 
vantage to them, since they have only 
to get their man and build up a case 
against him, — Naturally, it often fol- 
lows that t6-kfiow the assassin is one 
thing—to get him another. He may 
lead them a:‘merry chase before he 18’ 
finally captured. But few known as- 
sassins escape altogether, and detec- 
tives are content to know that some 
day the-suspect may fall into’ their 
net. 

There is another type of murder 
which presents an entirely different 
problem. This is a case like the Ed- 
well murder, in which the identity of 
the assassin {s unknown. Like the, 
former case, tw6 detectives are at first 
assigned to the “squeal.” When it be 
comes apparent that the polfce hnve 
a real mystery of their hands, other 
detectives are set to work. As the 
mystery grows and deepens all the 
precinct sleuths are striving to dig 
up clues, and detectives. considered 
as the “best brains” of the department 
are assisting.in the work. 

“The successful detective today,” 
said n véteran fin the service, “is not 
necessarily the brilliant, brainy fellow. 
There are men in the bureau who use 
their heads to good advantage. They 
belong to the analytical type, and they 
study a problem from every angle, 
They often make valuable suggestions 
which, when followed, lead to good re- 
sults. Undoubted@iy without them the 
service would be badly crippled. But 
if they have a place in the’ unraveling | 
of crime, the saihé may be suid of an- 
other type. 

“This ‘type is the ‘fellow who, thotgh 
not brilliant, is a’ sifent. persistent plod- 
.der. I have knowWm these fellows to 
accomplish wondefs simply because 
they worked hard. When a man feels 
that his Nfe is at':stuke, nnd he is 
making every effort to throw you off 
his track, you are not going to catch 
him if you are nots active in going 
after him as he isin running away | 
from you and coveriig up his tracks. 
You have to wotk hatd to catch a 
clever criminal. Ye Khows that he is 
being hunted and he becomes tired 
and discouraged witen he realizes that 
you are giving him no quarter. 

“As detectives go' taday, I would say 
that the most valuable are undouhted- 
ly those who have the best sources of 
information. The deteetive who has 
what we call ‘good information’ ts 
bound te accomplish results where 
others fail. ‘fo have this valuable 
possession a man must .have been in 
the department a long time. He may 
receive his information from a_ stool 
Pigeon, or from others who know many 
underworld secrets.” ~ 

Detectives who have ‘worked in cer- 
tain neighborhoods for many years 
have a rich fund of knowledze of con- 
ditions past and present in these sec- 
tions. They are famillar with the 
haunts of underworld characters, and 
they know by sight and by peme many 
residents of good and bad vepute in 
the neighborhood. . When a crime. oc- 
curs these detectives know where to 
go to get results. There are scores 
of men and women who are ready to 
assist them. Such people hesitate to 
talk to a strange detective, but they 
know they can talk tv these men 
freely.
